New Electrical Era 
(South Pasadena Courier) 

Desert winds will be made to yield almost 
unlimited electrical energy through the em- 
ployment of a ‘‘wind machine’’ invented by 
a San Francisco man and set up at the edge 
of the Colorado desert at the eastern end of 
the San Gorgonio Pass. Within the next thirty 
days the inventor expects ‘to be producing 200 
horsepower of electrical whenever 
there is a five-mile-an-hour breeze, at a cost of 


energy 


only twenty-five cents a month per horsepower, 
An investment of $30,000,000, he claims, would 
make possible the generation of a million horse- 
power. 

This device is the third invention having 
to do with the generation and distribution of 
electrical energy since the beginning of the 
year. A French inventor has just completed 
a tour of America making laboratory demon- 
strations of an invention for utilizing the var- 
iation in temperature of ocean currents. He 
has returned home with American capital to 
erect an ocean plant in tropical seas. 

About the time this French inventor was 
here, there was announced the perfection by a 
San Francisco inventor of a method of trans- 
mitting electrical current long distances with- 
out the loss from ‘‘leakage’’ -which up to the 
present time has limited the distance which 
current could be sent from the point of gen- 
eration. 

These inventions are all important. 
haps no other invention in the electrical field 
up to the present time, offers more far-reach- 
ing possibilities. Particularly is this true of 
the improved method of transmitting current. 
When this invention is applied, no waterfall, 
no ocean current, no desert wind, no coal field 
will be too distant from the centers of popula- 
tion to prevent its latent power from being 
transformed into electrical energy and sent 
over the wires to light the cities and run their 
industries. 

With the harnessing of the almost unlim- 
ited sources of power in the world and convert- 
ing them into electrical energy, there will open 
an electrical era which will revolutionize trans- 
portation, agriculture, and manufacture. The 
reduction of human drudgery to the minimum 
is in sight.

SEWAGE DISPOSAL 
WEIGHTY PROBLEM 


Ontario Councilmen Discuss 
Ways and Means For Dis- 
position of Waste From In- 
dustrial Plants 





The question of adequate 
sewage disposal for the increas- 
ing number of industrial plants 
was a major topic of discussion 
at last night’s meeting of ‘the 
Ontario City Council, when the 
matter was placed before them 
by City Manager Otto S. Roen, 
who pointed out that Ontario 
cannot hope to witness great 
industrial expansion without 
providing means for the carry- 
ing away of waste matter ac- 
erning through the operation 
of plants. : 

Roen stated that the opening 
of the new plant of the Ex- 
change Orange Products Com- 
pany had already brought the 
problem to the ‘fore, adding 
that the municipal sewage SyS- 
tem is already suffering some 
damage, if not considerable 
‘overcrowding, by the addition 
of waste from this factory. 

The eity manager’ suggested 
that the city might purchase 15 
or 20 acres of cheap land to be 
used as a sewer farm to care! 
for the waste from industrial 
plants only, thus leaving the 
present system to care for do- 
mestie sewage. The installa- 
tion of a filtration plant at the 
suggested site might also be ne- 
cessary, he said, and intimated 
to the councilmen that the cost 
of such a project ‘vould run 
well into five figures. 

A general discussion of the 
topie followed, and it was the} 
consensus of opinion that the 
time is not far distant when a 
plan: will have to be developed 
that will ultimately be submit- 
ted to the voters*for approval 
or rejection.
